■amendments to the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 
1964, which it is proposed to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Sec- 
tion 30 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 (Act 
XXXV 111 of 1949), is published lor information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the draft will be taken up for consideration

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect of the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, New 
Delhi. 


Tn the said Regulations : — 

J. In Regulation 112, between sub-regulation (4) and 
sub-regulation (5), insert the following: — 

“(4A) (i) Where the number of candidates validly 
nominated for election to the Regional Council is 
equal to or less than the number of members to be 
elected to that Regional Council or whore the 
number of candidates for election to the Regional 
Council becomes equal to or less than the number 
of members to be elected to that Regional Council 
by reason of death or cessation of membership of 
one or more candidates before the date fixed for 
polling, such candidates shall be deemed to be elect- 
ed and the Secretary shall declare all such candi- 
dates duly elected. 

(ii) Where the number of candidates for election 
to the Regional Council is less than the number of 
members to be elected to that Regional Council, 
the remaining seats may or may not be filled up, at 
the discretion of the Council, and in- case the 
Council decides that the remaining seats be filled 
lip, the same shall be filled up by co-option by the 
Regional Council in consultation with and approval 
of the Council and the persons so co-opted shall 
hold office until the expiry of the term or the dis- 
solution of the Regional Council. 

Explanation .-- -The provision of this sub-regulation 
shall also apply in the case of any seat remaining unfill- 
ed on any Regional Council at the time this sub-regula- 
tion comes into force." 

2. In Regulation 112, for existing clause (iv) of sub- 
regulation (8), substitute the following : — 

“(iv) A casual vacancy on the Regional Council 
may or may not be filled up, at the discretion of 
the Council, and in case the Council decides that 
such a vacancy be filled up, it shall he filled up by 
co-option by the Regional Council in consultation 
with and approval of the Council and the person so 
co-opted shall hold office until the expiry of the 
term or the dissolution of the Regional Council. 

Explanation . — The provision of this clause shall also 
apply in the case of any casuul vacancy in existence on 
any Regional Council at the time this clause comes into 
force."

3. Subordinate Staff.- — 8% of pay as additional dear- 
ness allowance (over and above the dearness allowance 
admissible in terms of Statement No. I) with effect from 
1st August 1964, und an ad hoc increase of Re. 1/- per 
month in the basic pay of Class IV Staff from Septem- 
ber 1, 1964. In case of Class IV Staff who have reached
